& = Tho epaskers yesterday ware equally divided between supporters 
and opponents of the treaty. Mr. de Valera’s insigtance upon. 
secrecy regarding his altoraative treaty, which the Dail bad almady 
discussed in a three days'privats session last weak, hampered the 
debate. 

There. wasa great scene yesterday when Sfr. Milroy, supporting 
the treaty, revealed Mr. de Valera’s form ofosth—namely, “I swear 
to bear rrue faith and allegiance to the Constitution of Ireland and 
the Treaty of Association ot Irelant with the British Common- 
wealth uf Nations, and to recognise The King ot Great Britsin 
as head of the associated States.” ; 

Mr. Milroy said that the sole issue was the two forms of ou. - 

Mr. de Valera said that it was shameful to disclose a secret 
document. 

Mr. Milroy demandad whether Mr. de Valera was going tosend 
the youth of Ireland to the shambles for a shadow. 

Similar warmth characterised the remainder of the debace, 

Mr. Cavan Duffy recommended the adoption of the treaty “in 
pursuance of thé pledge extor:ed from him when be signed.” 
‘Tnere was no: alternative to the treaty, Which gave Ireland a 
power she had not bad for hundreds of years.

‘George when he signed, and ridiculed the idea that the delegatas

The campaign is to be carried 
outon similar lines to that of 
LD17, when, it will be rem-ember- 
ev, there was a terrible apitemic 
of small pox in the Colony. Dr. 
Woodman, who conducted the 
previous campasizn. is to be in 
charge, and he will b> assisted by 
Mr. Tso, who did suck valussle 
work in inducing the Chinesa to 
come forward in 191%. Certain 
members of the R.A.M.C, and 
members of the St. John’s 
Ambalence will algo assist.

What Can Be Done.

American. Passenger Sailing 
Every Two Weeks. 


With the sailing of the Pine 
Trea State from Seattle and the 
trial trips of Bay State out of 
Camden, New Jersey the Far 
East is assured of the oparation 
from Seattle of five of the big Am- 
ericen 335-foot passenger snd 
freight . boats. The Shipping 
Board now operates three vessels, 
the Keystone State, Silver State 
and Wenatchee on the shorter 
northern route between Seattle 
and Hongkong. The assignment 
of these two new vessels willgive 
an American passenger sailing 
for the Far Esst every two weeks.

to Ireland for ever. It is even 
anticipated that the new sgree- 
ment will ba passed by the Sinn 
Fein Parliament with a heavy 
majority on Tuesday: and that 
the Duke of York will be appoint- 
ed the first Governor-General of 
the Irish Free State. It is 
authentically reported frem 
Doblis that in the Dail Eireann, 
about one hundred mambers’ are 
in favour of the ratification of the 
new convention and the outlook 
is, therefore, brigbt.

The Hon. Mr. Chow Shou-son, 
who was recently sppointed an 
Unoificial member of tha Legisla- 
tive Council as representing the 
Chinese community, was the guest 
of the honour at a banquet held 
at the Kung Woo Hotel, West, 
Point, last evening. The dinner 
was arranged by the Chinese Gen- 
eral Chamber of Commerce and 

‘wag presided over by the Hon, Mr. 

Lan Chu-pak, the senior Chinese 
Unofficial member. There were 
about 150 Chinese business and 
professional men present, includ- 
ing Sir Rober: Ho Tung. 

‘The toasts of the King and the 
President of the Chinese Republic 
having been horoured, the Chair- 
man said they were gathered to- 
gether that night to do honour 
to Mr, Chow Shou-sca, a familiar 
figure amongst the Chinese of the 
Colony of whose sterling qualities 
and keen interest in matters con~ 
ducing to the welfare of the 
Chinese pathe he, would ike to 
speak. Mr. Chow Shou-son was 
an.old and popular Chinese reaid- 
ent in the Colony, and had tra- 
velled extensively when young to 
study, many of the students with 
whom he went to America now 
occupying important positions 
under the Chinese Government 
On his return to China on the com- 
pretioa cf his eds 5, Mr. Chow 
was sent to horea by Mr. Li Hung- 
chang to establish Chinese Cus- 

‘ toms there, and subsequently be- 
catse Chinese, Consal in Chiu-sis 
tin Korea). The appointment was 
followed by several others in 
Ching, and about ten years ag0 
rebellion broke out in China and 
compelled’ Mr. Chiw to return te 
Hongkong, the place of bis Ba- 
tivity. He then washed his hands 
of Chinese politics and establis 
ed himself as a mere? 

a keea interest in and giving prac- 
tical support to philantaropic 
work, In electing Mr. Chow Shou- 
son as a representative of the 

_ Cainese community in Hongkong. 
the Govern:r, showed excellent 
judgment for it was hard"to ob 
tain a man better than Mr. Chow 
Shou-son who possessed matured 
experience, commercially and ia 
governmestal matters. Mr, Chow 
Shou-son’s election would afford a 
wider se:pe for the valuable work 
which he had cone for the Chinese 
in Hongkong, and’ he (the Chair 
roan) waa sure all would join him 
in wishing Mr. Chow Shou-son 2% 
spiendid career. . 

Thanking the Chinese Chamoer 
of Commerce for the entertain- 
rent and to the Cha.rman for his 
flattering remarks about him, the 

Hon. Mr. Chow Shou-sen said that 
in whatever ke had done for the 
Chinese community he owed it to 
the genzrous support of his many 
friends for bis success. Eis elec- 
tion waa quite ucexpected and he 
assured these present that he 
would do hig best to further the 
weal 6f the Chinese in Hongkong 
China had beeh for many years 
the scene of internecine warfare 
between diferent provinces, with 
the result that the people had to 
flee for protéction on account of 
thaconsequenf disorders that arose. 
The Chinese in Hongkong had 
been fortunate in living in a-place 
where thay received amply protec- 
tion whenever they needed it, and 
without any exagzeration he must 
say that his countrymen in Hong- 
kong received better treatment 
than in marcy. foreign lands 
where the , Chinese had settled. 
He observed this in his trave 
For example Hongkong had. a 
sound judiciary syatem which 
was much more elastic. than 
that in-China and the machinery 
of law was operased on better and 
more reasonable principles, He 
was not ing this because he 
had been giv seat on the 
Legislative Council; he said it in 
the cause of equity. If the Chi- 
nese appreciated the considera- 
tion of the Government and reci- 
procated it by giving all possible 
help there was sure to be good 
government which was not only 
necessary to the prosperity of the 
Government, but to the people.
